Response to Arguments 



1 . Applicant does not agree the interpretation of the word "printed" of the sentence "a form 
printed onto at least one surface" as claimed in claim 25. 

In addition to previous remarks, Merchant teaches that "The form itself can take the form 
of a physical sheet of paper, a template in a computer word processor or a data file template in 
memory." (col. 4, lines 24-27). Thus, the form can be printed on a sheet of paper or on the 
computer screen or any display means. 

2. Applicant remarks that the bubbles in Merchant are not "coded data". 

In addition to previous remarks, Merchant teaches "The fax-message form, shown 
generally at 100 comprises a message box 102 which contains the body of the message, a pager 
pin number block 104 including "bubbles" for spelling out a numeric code, also called a pager 
ID (PID), corresponding to an address of a particular fax SCR having fax reception capabilities." 
(col. 4, lines 16-21). Thus, the bubbles represent a numeric code or a coded data which can be 
an identity of anything.
